Lunar mo dules that hav e been deliberately crash- 
ed o n the mo o n’s surface to set o ff artificial earth­ 
quakes hav e giv en scientists mo re puzzling info r­ 
matio n abo ut that puzzling bo dy . 


On earh . co mpressio nal wav es fro m earthquakes 
trav el thro ugh surface ro cks at fo ur m iles a so co nd 
o r faster. Seismo meters left by astro nauts o n the 
mo o n reco rded a wav e speed o f o nly abo ut o ne m ile 
a seco nd. 
Two geo phy sicists at Co lumbia Uniev rsi y ’s La- 
mo nt-Do herty Geo lo gical 
Observ ato ry decided 
to 
ex periment with co mpressio nal wav es o n two sam ­ 
ples o f mo o n ro ck and a v ariety o f terrestrial sub­ 
stances. 
The search was aided, they said, “ by co nsidera­ 


tio ns o f much earlier speculatio ns co ncerning the 
nature o f the mo o n.” 


One mo o n ro ck sample gav e a reading o f 0.7 8 and 
the o ther 1.4 m iles a seco nd. The terrestrial m ater­ 
ials gav e readings fro m 0.9 7 to 1.21. They were Sap- 
sago and Em m entaler fro m Switzerland, Gjeto st 
fro m No rway , Pro v o lo ne fro m Italy , Cheddar fro m 
Vermo nt and Muens:er fro m Wisco nsin. 
AH are cheeses. 
“ It is seen that these m aterials ex hibit co m pres­ 
sio nal v elo cities that are in co nso nance with tho se 
measured fo r the lunar ro cks,” repo rted the scien­ 
tists, “ —which leads us to suspect that perhaps o ld 
hy po theses are best, after all, and sho uid no t be 
lightly discarded.” 


Cru d e Oil From Garb ag e 


Garbage, garbage ev ery where and what are we 
go ing to do with it? 
Wildlife Fede. a io n repo rts that scientists at the 
Bureau o f Mines Pi tsburgh Co al R :search Center 
are changing garbage into crude o il. 
The pro cess ho lds ho pe o f aiding the fight against 
po llutio n and o f being so me help in the energy cri­ 
sis. 
Organic garbage is subjected to carbo n mo no x ­ 
ide and steam at 25 0 degrees centigrade under pres­ 
sure o f 1.5 00 po unds per square inch. 
The bureau repo rts that the resulting crud? o il 
h"** pH the pro perties o f natural crude which means 


it is just as useful. 
In additio n, it is lo w in sulphur which is ano ther 
plus fo r the antipo llutio n campaign. 
In a seco nd pro cedure-kno w as py ro ly sis—gar­ 
bage is heated to a v ery high temperature in the 
absence o f air to prev ent co mbustio n. This causes 
the garbage to break do wn into gasses which are 
then reco v ered and reco ndensed. Oil and o ’her u e- 
ful chem icals are pro duced thro ugh this metho d. 
Spo kesmen say bo th pro cesses are in the labo ra­ 
to ry s ‘age but they see no pro blems in implement­ 
ing them o n a city wide scale at so me future date. 
What a breakthro ugh that will be. 


Pipelines Win n in g Ou t 


The laws o f eco no mics apparently hav e bro ught 
abo ut, at least fo r the present, suspensio n o f stud­ 
ies pertaining to the use o f icebrerking tankers to 
transpo rt o il fro m Alaska's No rth Slo pe. 


The studies hav e indicated the icebreaking tank­ 
ers can o perate o n a co m mercial basis but that 
pipeline transpo rtatio n appears to be belter fro m 
an eco no mic po int o f v iew. 


CONSEQUENTLY IT IS to be ex pected that ef­ 
fo rts to so lv e the pro blems asso ciated with the co n­ 
structio n o f o ne o r mo re pipelines acro ss Alaska 
will be speeded no w. 


Env iro nmental co nsideratio ns, 
co urt injunctio ns 
and actio n by the federal go v ernment hav e delay ed 
co nstructio n o f the $2-billio n pipeline which wo uld 
ex tend fro m Prudho e Bay o n the No rth Sho re to the 
warm water po rt o f Valdez in so uthern Alaska, a 
distance o f 8 00 m iles. 


In shifting again to pipelines, o il industry leaders 
are speculating that a seco nd pipeline m ay hav e to 
be co nstructed to bring o il fro m Alaska to markets 
in the Middle West and East.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Army 
investigators 
have 
confirmed 
that G I’s diverted drugs and PX 
goods 
into 
Thailand’s 
black 
m arket as well as doctoring pay 
records 
and 
promotions, 
a 
House committee say s. 
According to the House mili­ 
tary operations subcommittee, 
the investigators found the ille­ 
gal activities occurred in Bang­ 
kok and at two U.S. bases in 
Thailand. 
The inquiry was prompted by 
two Army enlisted men who told 
the Associated Press and the 
subcommittee they had been in­ 
volved in thefts and illicit pay 
record changes before leaving 
Thailand a y ear ago. 
“You could sell any thing you 
wanted to,” said one soldier. He 
stated he made about $500 a day 
over a three month period by di­ 
verting medical supplies into 
the Thai black market. 
He said shipments of drugs 
and other medical items intend­ 
ed for service hospitals were di­ 
verted to the black m arket by 
falsify ing shipping records. 
The second soldier said clerks 
in a finance detachment had de­ 
vised a scheme under which 
they paid soldiers advances on 
their pay checks without noting 
the transactions in the official 
records. The men receiving the 
advances then split part of their 
advance pay with the clerks, the 
soldier said. 
Although the Army investiga­ 
tors confirmed such happenings, 
the committee said, the people, 
the size of the thefts and the 
amount of money have not been 
determined 
The subcommittee quoted the 
Army as say ing the partial pay 
operation 
involved 
a 
“ small 
ring” of enlisted men at a fi- 


| nance detachment at the Korat 
Air Base. 
The 
subcommittee 
also 
re­ 
ported Army investigators said 
truckloads of 
Post Ex change 
merchandise were diverted into 
the 
blackm arket, 
usually 
by 
Thai drivers, sometimes but not 
alway s with the cooperation of 
GIs. 
The Army also reported some 
promotions 
were 
falsified 
in 
Thailand so the soldier involved 
could collect “ money owed” at 
the higher pay grade when he 
returned to the United States, 
the subcommittee said. 
The Army keeps central pro­ 
motion records, the subcommit­ 
tee said, but promotions to cor­ 
poral and buck sergeant can be 
arranged 
within 
a 
battalion 
where false promotion orders 
can be mimeographed. 
The 
subcommittee 
inquiry 
into the Thailand thefts at Bang­ 
kok, Korat and port installations 
at Sattahip is part of its investi­ 
gation of m ilitary supply depot 
procedures against theft and pil­ 


ferage in the United States as 
well as abroad. 
The panel said the Army re­ 
ports it has tightened its control 
over 
medical 
and 
Post 
Ex ­ 
change shipments in Thailand, 
but said it is concerned about 
the pay roll lax ities “which per­ 
mitted or invited” the partial 
pay scheme.
